Mr. Ahrends was born in Germany 


in the year 1852 and came to America 
in 1865. He settled at Pomeroy, and 
eight years ago came to Portsmouth, 
locating in the Junction Hotel, on 
Tenth' street. He sold ont after six 
yeais of ownership and bnilt a new 
hotel called the Enreka, at the corner 
of Tenth and North Waller streets. 
This hotel he still owned at the 
time of his death. 
He possessed con- 


siderable property in this city, and his 
death will be felt among the business

He 
was 


married and had two sons—Charles 
and George, also a daughter, Olara. 
They, with his wife, survive to mourn 
his loss.

SPAIN'S^" REPLY 


To the United States Has Been Approved 


by the Cabinet. 


Madrid, Oct 23.—The draft of the 


proposed reply to the note of the Unit- 
ed States, presented through General 
Stewart i,. Woodford, the American 
minister, shortly after arrival here, 
was unanimously approved by the cab- 
inet council. 


The reply expiates that Lieutenant 


General Weyler has been replaced for 
political reasons, and includes a state- 
ment of the government's decision to 
grant autonomy to Cuba, and a pro- 
test against filibustering expeditions 
•from the United States. 


The council also approved 
unani- 


mously the proposal introduced by 
Senor Moret, minister for the colonies, 
to grant amnesty to political prisoners 
in Cuba and Porto Rico. 


Prior to the meeting of the council 


Senor Sagasta had a long conference 
with the queen regent at the p'alace. 


Senor Gallon, the minister of for- 


eign affairs, in the course of an inter- 
view, denied there had been the least 
disagreement between the premier and 
himself on the course to be pursued. 


He said he had 
communicated to 


Senor Sagasta the. contents of all the 
dispatches from Senor Dupuy de Lome, 
the Spanish minister at Washington, 
and had consulted the premier on all 
instructions sent to Senor De Lamo.

The Seladon struck the 
reefs off 


Starbuck island on Aug. 7. The crew 
was obliged to take to the boats, and 
the vessel filled so rapidly that there 
was no time to save clothing, while 
they barely got a few provisions, the 
ship's campass and a chart. They for- 
got the sextant. 


Eight men manned each of the two 


boats and made for Maiden island, as 
•there was no refuge at Starbuck island. 
Failing to find Maiden island they 
tried to find Christmas island.. After 
11 days the first mate's boat was cap- 
sized and the mate drowned. 
The 


companions entered t!he other boat 
which was already disabled, and drift- 
ed dangerously overloaded. 


The heat of the sun pealed their faces 


and bodies; their lips blackened ant 
swelled from want of food and water. 
The only food they had, in addition to 
the small quantity of provisions which 
they carried away from the vessel, was 
two small flying fish. 


Finally the captain and the- carpen- 


ter became ill. 
Still there was no 


glimpse of Christmas island. 
Then

haps would bring them to Samoa or 
the Fiji islands. Finally Captain Jae- 
gar died. After 23 days, when food 
and water were exhausted, they caught 
a little rain.
